The  Army  Budget  "Green  Book"  is  prepared  by  the  Army 
Budget  Office,  Office  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Army  for  Financial  Management,  Headquarters,  Department 
of  the  Army,  Washington,  D.C.  20310-0109,  Commercial 
telephone  number  (703)  697-6241,  Autovon  227-6241.  Its 
purpose  is  to  provide  the  Army  leadership  and  members 
of  Congress  and  their  staffs  a  reference  to  the  Army's 
FY  1992/1993  Amended  Biennial  Budget  Estimates 
(President's  Budget)  as  submitted  to  Congress  on 
January  29,  1992.  It  is  not  intended  to  be  used  as  a 
substitute  for  the  official  budget  submission.  The 
following  clarification  of  information  in  the  "Green 
Book"  is  provided: 

•  The  FY  1991  and  prior  year  information  represents 
actuals. 

•  The  FY  1992  information  represents  the  current  year 
budget  as  appropriated  by  Congress,  to  include 
supplementals . 

•  The  FY  1993  information  represents  the  Army's 
request  to  Congress  for  the  budget  year.  It 
includes  pay  raises  and  other  pay  increases 
expected  to  become  effective  during  FY  1993. 

•  All  dollar  figures  represent  Total  Obligational 
Authority  (TOA)  in  current  dollars,  unless  stated 
otherwise  on  individual  charts. 

•  The  FY  1991  and  FY  1992  information  includes 
Operation  DESERT  STORM  funding,  unless  stated 
otherwise  on  individual  charts.  There  are  three 
charts  in  the  special  interest  section  which 
reflect  the  following:  Department  of  Defense  DESERT 
STORM  funding  for  each  Service,  the  Service's  share 
of  the  budget  when  Operation  DESERT  STORM  funding 
is  excluded,  and  Army  DESERT  STORM  funding  by 
appropriation.

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FY  1&92/1993  ARMY  AMENDED  PRESIDENT'S  BUDGET  OVERVIEW 

The  FY  1993  Army  Amended  Budget  requests  $63.6  billion  in  Total 
Obligational  Authority  (TOA) .  This  is  a  $4.2  billion  decrease 
from  the  FY  1993  request  submitted  last  year  in  the  FY  1992/1993 
Biennial  Budget  Submission.  However,  $4.1  billion  represents 
transfers  such  as  the  Army  Medical  Program  funding  to  DoD  and 
$0.1  billion  represents  other  budget  adjustments  resulting  in  a 
0.1%  reduction  when  the  transfers  are  excluded.  The  Army's  TOA 
was  increased  by  $19.3  billion  in  FY  1991  and  $4.3  billion  in 
FY  1992  in  support  of  Operation  DESEP.'^  STORM.  The  funding  levels 
from  FY  1986  to  FY  1993  reflect  a  33%  negative  real  growth  for 
the  Army  Budget. 

The  Army  has  adhered  to  six  imperatives  in  shaping  an  Army  which 
is  versatile,  deployable  and  lethal — proven  qualities  for  a 
winning  Army  as  demonstrated  in  the  DESERT  STORM  operation.  The 
imperatives  used  to  formulate  the  budget  ensure  recruitment  and 
retention  of  quality  soldiers,  tough  realistic  training, 
competent  confident  leaders,  proper  mix  of  forces,  modernization 
of  the  force,  and  appropriate  warfighting  doctrine. 

Highlights  of  the  budget  for  FY  1993  continue  to  reflect  the 
Army's  preservation  of  readiness  as  it  reshapes  the  force. 

QUALITY  FORCE  AND  FORCE  REALIGNMENT.  The  Army  strives  to 
maintain  a  quality  infrastructure  while  simultaneously  reducing 
strength.  The  budget  includes  a  tailored  program  of  incentives 
to  induce  voluntary  separations  and  minimize  involuntary 
separations,  transition  assistance  through  the  Army  Career  and 
Alumni  Program  for  all  military  and  civilian  personnel,  and  a 
3.7%  pay  raise  for  military  and  civilian  employees. 

TRAINING  AND  READINESS.  The  budget  funds  C1/C2  readiness  OPTEMPO 
levels.  OPTEMPO  is  budgeted  for  800  miles  annually  for  ground 
vehicles  and  14.5  flying  hours  per  month  for  aircraft.  The 
USAR/ARNG  OPTEMPO  is  funded  at  200/288  miles  annually  for  ground 
vehicles  and  8.1/9  flying  hours,  respectively.  The  Combat 
Training  Center  Master  Plan  supports  the  following;  33  battalion 
rotations  through  the  National  Training  Center  (NTC) ,  25 
battalion  rotations  through  the  Combat  Maneuver  Training  Center 
(CMTC) ,  16  battalion  rotations  through  the  Joint  Readiness 
Training  Center  (JRTC) ,  and  12  division  and  l  corps  rotation 
through  the  Battle  Command  Training  Program.  Depot  maintenance 
is  funded  at  79%  of  requirements  to  support  training 
sustainability. 

MODERNIZATION.  Major  initiatives  in  the  five  procurement 
appropriations  and  the  RDTE  appropriation  are  highlighted  below: 

•  AIRCRAFT  appropriation  procures  the  Blackhawk  UH-60  helicopter 
to  support  the  replacement  of  the  UH-1  fleet  and  the  New 
Training  Helicopter  to  support  aviation  training.  It  also 
procures  the  RC-12  Guardrail  Common  Sensor,  an  aircraft  system 
to  develop  nearly  real-time  information  on  enemy  locations  and 
movements,  and  continues  fielding  of  the  CH47-D  Chinook  and  the 
AH-64  Apache.  The  Comanche  helicopter  production  was  deferred 
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shifting  the  focus  to  building  prototypes  and  developing  its 
avionics,  engine,  and  other  subsystems. 

•  MISSILE  appropriation  continues  the  procurement  of  the  Avenger 
to  enhance  the  air  defense  of  deployed  combat  forces,  Multiple 
Launch  Rocket  System  (MLRS)  to  improve  fire  support,  Hellfire 
Optimized  Missile  System  with  improved  warhead,  and  the  Army 
Tactical  Missile  System  (ATACMS)  for  deep  attack  capability. 

It  also  continues  production  of  TOW  IIB  with  its  capability  of 
additional  long-range  antitank  weaponry  and  initiates  long-lead 
procurement  of  the  Javelin  to  replace  the  Dragon.  The  Air 
Defense  Antitank  System  (ADATS)  was  terminated;  development  ef 
aircraft  tracking  and  guidance  technologies  was  initiated. 

•  WEAPONS  AMD  TRACKED  COMBAT  VEHICLES  appropriation  initiates 
facilitization  funding  for  the  XM-35  gun  for  the  Armored  Gun 
System  and  continues  procurement  of  M119  Light  Howitzer. 

•  AMMUNITION  funding  will  be  below  historical  levels,  but  will 
provide  items  required  to  support  training.  The  Army  plans  to 
reduce  the  number  of  active  Government-owned/Contractor- 
operated  plants,  consistent  with  reduced  requirements  and 
funding  levels. 

•  OTHER  PROCUREMENT  provides  funding  for  improving  tactical 
transportation  capability  with  the  Family  of  Medium  Tactical 
Vehicles  (FMTV) ,  Family  of  Heavy  Tactical  Vehicles  (FHTV) ,  and 
the  High  Mobility  Multipurpose  Wheeled  Vehicle  (HMMW\')  . 

•  ROTE  funding  is  provided  for  the  RAH-66  Comanche  and  the 
Armored  Systems  Modernization  programs.  Research  and 
development  improves  tactical  command  and  control  systems, 
antitank  weaponry  and  electronic  countermeasures. 

CONSTRUCTION  AND  FAMILY  HOUSING.  Focuses  on  projects  required  for 
environmental,  health,  safety,  and  essential  quality  of  life 
requirements.  The  FY  1993  budget  emphasizes  CONUS  "Whole 
Neighborhood"  renewal  by  improving  702  family  housing  units  and 
construction  of  200  housing  units  in  Hawaii.  Annual  Recurring 
Requirements  (ARR)  are  funded  at  62%  for  facilities  and  94%  for 
housing.  Chemical  demilitarization  projects  are  funded  at 
Anniston  Army  Depot  and  Pine  Bluff  Arsenal. 

ENVIRONMENT.  Provides  funding  for  full  compliance  with 
environmental  standards  at  $555  million  in  the  Army's  FY  1993 
budget  and  $563  million  in  the  Environmental  Restoration,  Defense 
Appropriation  for  Army  projects. 

MANAGEMENT  INITIATIVES.  Funding  was  transferred  from  the  Army's 
Medical  Program  to  the  Defense  Medical  Program  to  implement  a 
Defense  Management  Report  Decision.  The  Army  also  initiated 
three  new  initiatives:  streamlining  Criminal  Investigation 
Division  command,  consolidating  Intelligence  activities,  and 
streamlining  the  Army  Recruiting  Command.
